CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1; A method of treating homional deficienAes in a woman undergoing estrogen 
replacement therapy, the method comprising admimstering to said woman, continuously and 
uninterruptedly, a therapeutic effective amount lof both estrogen and a non-aromatizing 
androgen in daily dosages. / 

2. The method of Claim 1, wherein the esp-ogenic compound is selected from the group 
consisting of estrone, 17a-estradiol, 17P-estradioU equilin, 17a-dihydroequilin, 17P- 
dihydroequilin, equilenin, 17a-dihydroequilGnin, 1 7(3-dihydroequilenin, A^'^ -dehydroestrone, 
1 7a-A^*^-dehydroestradiol, 173-A^'^-dehydr(&estradiol, ethinyl estradiol, estradiol valerate, 6- 
OH equilenin, 6-'OH 17a-dihydroequilenin, 6-OH 1 7P-dihydroequilenin, and mixtures, 
conjugates and salts thereof. / 

3. The method of Claim 1, wherein ithe non-aromatizing androgenic compound is selected 
from the group consisting o\A^i^^fe^n€i^ oxymetholone, stanozolol, danazol, 
pharmaceutically acceptable esters and salts thereof, and combinations of any of the 
foregoing. / 

4. The method of Claim 1 , furmer comprising administering a progestin in a daily dose. 

5. A method of treating iiormonal deficiencies in a woman undergoing estrogen 
replacement therapy, the methofl comprising administering to said woman, continuously and 
uninterruptedly, a therapeutic^ly effective amount of both estrogen and androgen in daily 
dosages of an estrogenic compound equivalent to oral estradiol dosages of about 0.1 to 3 mg, 
and of a non-aromatizing androgenic compound equivalent to oral dosages of about 0.1 to 10 
mg. / 

6. The method of Claim 5, wherein the estrogenic compound is selected from the group 
consisting of estrone, 1 7aiestradiol, 17p-estradiol, equilin, estriol, 1 7a-dihydroequilin, 17p- 
dihydroequilin, equilenin,/l7a-dihydroequilenin, 1 7P-dihydroequilenin, A^'^ -dehydroestrone, 
17a-A^'^-dehydroestradiai, 17p-A^'^-dehydroestradiol, ethinyl estradiol, estradiol valerate, 6- 
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OH equilenin, 6-OH 17a-dihydroequilenin, 6-OH 17p7dihydroequilenin, and mixtures 
conjugates and salts thereof. / 

7. The method of Claim 5, wherein the non-aromatizing androgenic compoimd is selected 
from ' the group consisting of oxandrolone, oxymetholone, stanozolol, danazol, 
pharmaceutically acceptable esters and salts thereon and combinations of any of the 
foregoing. / 

8. The method of Claim 5, further comprising administering a progestin in a daily dose. 

9. A method of treating hormonal deficieiicies in a woman undergoing estrogen 
replacement therapy comprising cyclically adnynistering to said woman an estrogenic 
compound, and continuously and uninterruptedly administering to said woman a non- 
aromatizing androgenic compound. / 

10. The method of Claim 9, wherein the esrhpgenic compound is selected from the group , 
consisting of estrone, 17a-estradiol, (j/TGpe^radiol^^ 17a-dihydroequilin, 17(3- 
dihydroequilin, equilenin, 17a-dihydroequil£nin, 1 7P-dihydroequilenin, A^'^ -dehydroestrone, 
17a-A^'^-dehydroestradiol, nP-A^'^-dehydroestradiol, ethinyl estradiol, estradiol valerate, 6- 
OH equilenin, 6-OH 17a-dihydroequilenin, 6-OH 1 7P-dihydroequilenin, and mixtures, 
conjugates and salts thereof. / 

1 1 . The method of Claim 9, wherem the non-aromatizing androgenic compound is selected 
from the group consisting of / oxandrolone, oxymetholone, stanozolol, danazol, 
pharmaceutically acceptable esters' and salts thereof, and combinations of any of the 
foregoing. / 

1 2. The method of Claim 9, fijrther comprising administering a progestin in a daily dose. 

13. A method of treating/ hormonal deficiencies in a woman undergoing estrogen 
replacement therapy comprising continuously and uninterruptedly administering daily dosages 
of a therapeutic2illy effective apiount of an estrogenic compound eqmvalent to estradiol dosages 
of about 0.1 to 3 mg, and continuously and uninterruptedly administering to said woman a 
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therapeutically effective amount of a non-aromatizing androgenic compound equivalent to oral 
dosages of about 0. 1 to 1 0 mg. / 

14. The method of Claim 13, wherein the estrogenic aompoimd is selected from the group 
consisting of estrone, 17a -estradiol, 173-estradiol, /equilin, 17a-dihydroequilin, 17P- 
dihydroequilin, equilenin, 17a-dihydroequilenin, 1 7P-aihydroequilenin, A^'^ -dehydroestrone, 
1 7a-A^'^-dehydroestradiol, 173-A^'^-dehydroestradiol/ ethinyl estradiol, estradiol valerate, 6- 
OH equilenin, 6-OH 17a-dihydroequilenin, 6-OH 1 73-dihydroequilenin, and mixtures, 
conjugates and salts thereof. / 

15. The method of Claim 13, wherein the non-alromatizing androgenic compound is selected 
from the group consisting of oxandrolone, oxymetholone, stanozolol, danazol, 
pharmaceutically acceptable esters and salts/ thereof, and combinations of any of the 
foregoing. / 

1 6. The method of Claim 1 3, further cpmprteing administering a progestin in a daily dose. 

17. A method of treating hormonal/ deficiencies in a woman undergoing estrogen 
replacement therapy comprising continuoiisly and iminterruptedly administering to said woman 
an estrogenic compound, and continuously and uninterruptedly cyclically administering to said 
woman a non-aromatizing androgenic compoimd. 

18. The method of Claim 17, whenrein the estrogenic compound is selected from the group 
consisting of estrone, 17a-estraaiol, 17p-estradiol, equilin, 17a-dihydroequiiin, 173- 
dihydroequilin, equilenin, 17a-dih/droequilenin, 1 73-dihydroequilenin, A^'^ -dehydroestrone, 
17a-A^^^-dehydroestradiol, 17P-A^'^-dehydroestradiol, ethinyl estradiol, estradiol valerate, 6- 
OH equilenin, 6-OH 17a-dihYdroequilenin, 6-OH 1 73-dihydroequilenin, and mixtures, 
conjugates and salts thereof. / 

1 9. The method of Claim IP, wherein the non-aromatizing androgenic compound is selected 
from the group consisting of oxandrolone, oxjonetholone, stanozolol, danazol, 
pharmaceutically acceptable esters and salts thereof, and combinations of any of the 
foregoing. / 
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20. The method of Claim 1 7, further comprising administering a progestin in a daily dose. 

21. A method of treating hormonal deficiencies in a woman undergoing estrogen 
replacement therapy comprising continuously and uninterruptedly administering daily dosages 
of a therapeutically effective amount of an estrogenic/compound equivalent to estradiol dosages 
of about 0.1 to 3 mg, and continuously and uninterruptedly cyclically administering to said 
woman a therapeutically effective amount of ya non-aromatizing androgenic compound 
equivalent to oral dosages of about 0.1 to 10 mg. 

22. The method of Claim 21, wherein the estrogenic compound is selected from the group 
consisting of estrone, 17a-estradiol, ITp/estradiyl, equilin, 17a-dihydroequilin, 17(3- 
dihydroequilin, equilenin, 1 7a-dihydroequilenin^^^3-dihydroe A^'^ -dehydroestrone, 
17a-A^'^-dehydroestradiol, 173-A^*^-dehyd/oestradiol, ethinyl estradiol, estradiol valerate, 6- 
OH equilenin, 6-OH 17a-dihydroequil^nin, 6-OH 17P-dihydroequilenin, and mixtures, 
conjugates and salts thereof. 

23. The method of Claim 21 , wher^ the non-aromatizing androgenic compound is selected 
from the group consisting of oxandrolpne, oxymetholone, stanozolol, danazol, pharmaceutically 
acceptable esters and salts thereof, aim combinations of any of the foregoing. 

24. The method of claim 21 , further comprising administering a progestin in a daily dose. 

25. A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of female hormonal deficiencies, said 
composition comprising: 

a theraneutically effective amount of an estrogenic compound; 
a therap Wically effective amount of a non-aromatizing androgenic compound; and 
a pharmaceuticallV acceptable carrier.

OH equilenin, 6-OH 17a-dihyd/oequilenin, 6-OH 173-dihydroequilenin, and mixtures, 
conjugates and salts thereof. 
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27. The pha inaceutical composition of Claim 25, wherein the non-aromatizing androgenic 
compound is selected from the group consisting of oxandrolone, oxymetholone, stanozolol, 
danazol, pharmaceutically acceptable esters and salts thereof, and combinations of any of the 
foregoing. 


28. The pharmaceutical composition of Claim 25, further comprising a therapeutically 
effective amount of a progestin compound. 
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
